Soap box lesson:

The recent fatal fire on South Street 
in Wilmington has sparked concerns 
about fire protection among residents 
of the neighborhood. Nearly 30 of 
them turned out at the selectmen’s 
meeting at the Town Hall on Monday 
night, looking for answers. 

‘The residents came armed with a 
list of questions for firefighters about 
methods used to fight the fire. 
Although the firemen, who were also 
present, were able to provide satisfac- 
tory answers to many of the residents’ 
questions and to clear up most of what 
appeared to be a misunderstanding, 
‘one point emerged as crucial. 

People who live on the outermost 
fringes of a town with a centrally 
located fire station, such as 
Wilmington has, cannot expect to 
have fire protection as efficient as

The Woburn Street playground 
could be second on a list of condemned 
athletic facilities in town. 

At last week's School Committee 
meeting a motion was made by Com- 
mittee Member Linda McMenimen to 
close the playground because of 
deteriorating conditions there which 
she said put the safety of youngsters 
who use the field into “‘serious jeopar- 
dy.” 

According to McMenimen, con- 
ditions at this particular playgtound 
are even worse than those at the high 
school track when it was condemned 
and ordered closed by the Superinten- 
dent of Schools more than a year ago. 

Since that time, the high school 
track team has had no facility of its 
own for practice. A new track is 
presently being planned. 

Instead of taking action on the mo- 
tion, however, the School Committee 
elected to vote in favor of a substitute 
motion made by Committeeman Jay 
Tighe which instructed Superinten- 
dent of Schools Walter Pierce and 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds Roy McClanahan to inspect 
the field and take whatever action 
they deemed necessary. 

Present at the July 12 meeting were 
two representatives of Temp Ed, the 
firm which holds a contract to supply 
substitute teachers to the town of 
Wilmington 

Temp Ed service has Come under 
close scrutiny recently, because of 
difficulty principals have reported im. 
obtaining substitutes from the firm. 
At a previous meeting, the School 
Committee agreed that, while. the 
problem. was a serious one, the most 
appropriate action at that time would 
be to remain with Temp Ed for 
another. year while monitoring the 
company’s service on a monthly 
basis. 

Henry Razzibone, persident of 
Temp Ed, told Committee members 
that three factors were responsible 
for Temp:Ed's inability to fill 100 per 
cent of Wilmington's substitute needs. 

There was, he said, a significant 
reduction in the number of qualified 
substitute teachers available. This, 
he theorized, was precipitated by un- 
attractively low wages and a tighten- 
ing up of the job market for prospec- 
tive teachers which caused recent

those who live closer to the center of 
town, unless a clearly defined system 
of mutual aid which works instantly 
and automatically is established with 
neighboring communities. 

The fire, which occured on July 8, 
claiming the lives of Richard and 
Helen Chambers, was on the remote 
side of Silver Lake, near the 
Tewksbury line. 

Why, the residents wanted to know, 
did the Tewksbury fire fighters arrive 
after Wilmington, when the South 
Tewksbury substation is less than 
nine-tenths of a mile away and the 
centrally located Wilmington station 
is over three miles away. 

The answer came from a 
Tewksbury fireman who explained 
that under ordinary circumstances 
Tewksbury did not receive a call for a 
fire until after the Wilmington fire 
department had arrived on the scene 
and assessed its seriousness. 

Rof MacMullen, of Radcliffe Road, 
said that in Somerville, where he once 
lived, a system” of line boxes on the 
outlying perimeter of the city 
automatically notified departments in 
the city and in the adjoining town of 
fires which occurred near a town line. 
The few moments thus saved, said 


. MacMullen often made the difference 


between saving and losing lives. 

In Wilmington, however, where 
many of the calls to the fire depart- 
ment are made by telephone, which 


department to notify is usually left to 
the discretion of the caller. 

The issue of cost was also raised 
“We must try to operate within our 
budget,” said another Tewksbury 
fireman. “We can only have so many 
men on duty. To sent out everybody to 
every call would be catastrophic.” 
He added, “‘All fire protection 
gamble.”” 

Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Aldo Caira wondered 
whether or not some arrangement 
could be worked out with Tewksbury 
to accept calls from areas near the 
town line if appropriate funding could 
be arranged. 

The discussion also raised once 
more the feasibility of constructing 
fire department sub stations in ouitly- 
ing areas of town. 

Selectman James Banda told the 
crowd that the Board of Selectmen 
had repeatedly tried “to get sub 
stations in Wilmington, but their 
proposals had always been rejected at 
the Town Meeting. He admitted that

college graduates, once a major 
source of substitute material, to 
become discouraged and leave the 
teaching profession.

“At MacDonalds,’' said 
McMenimen, “they can get $106 and 
know they can work every day."” She 
added that she thought that being a 
substitute required ‘‘a truly dedicated 
Person who has always wanted to 
teach.”” 

Committeeman John Brooks took 
issue with her remarks. He said he 
could get statistics which indicated

Brooks also chided the Temp Ed 
representatives for not having taken 
steps earlier to obtain more sub- 
stitutes and for requesting teachers to 
notify Temp Ed of impending 
absences 24 hours in advance when a 
6:00 a.m. deadline was specified in the 
contract. 

Temp Ed is slated to begin inter- 
viewing August 15 for fall substituting 
Positions. According to Razzibone, 
they hope to be interviewing in 
Wilmington before September 1. 

Brooks requested that Temp Ed 
report back to the School Committee 
the number of Wilmington people they 
have been able to recruit after the fall 
interviewing sessions have been com- 
pleted. 


According to Police Sergeant Jay 
Palmer, however, who was one of the 
first to arrive on the scene, 
‘Tewksbury's being called first would 
have made no difference in the out- 
come of this particular fire. 


“The only thing that could have sav- 
ed these would have been fire 
detectors," Palmer said. ‘They 


couldn’t even make it to the window. 


, Sewer construction claims 


Two sevenths of the $7 million 
sewer through Wilmington is being 
constructed. Both contractors are 
nearly on schedule, and it seems fair 
to say they will complete their work 
before the first of September. 

Both, however, have claims against 
the Board of Sewer and Water Com- 
missioners. 

‘The commissioners, last Thursday 
settled a claim of Pacella, the con- 
tractor who is working north of 
Burlington Avenue and Shawsheen 
Avenue. Two hundred feet of 30 inch 
sewer main had to be relaid, near 
Sweetheart ‘Plastics, and the com- 
missioners agreed to a payment of $74 
a foot. 

‘There was a lot of ‘‘boiling sand" on 
this site - water that coming up from 
deeper soil, causing a very unstable 
soil condition. After the sewer main 
was in position it was determined, by 
means of a laser beam, that it was 
three inches too low in one place and 
six inches too low in another. The 
Pacella firm had to smash the pipe, 
and then take out the pieces, before 
laying new pipe 
Still to be done, near Sweetheart 
Plastics, is the paving of the ground. 
Ernest Fagerstrom, project engineer, 
wants a final check for accuracy 
before this is done. 

‘The firm of Masoncraft is doing the 
work southerly of Burlington Avenue, 
down to Eames Street. Some of their 
claims have been settled, and others 
are still hanging fre. 


The firm is to be reimbursed for the 
relaying of 224 feet of sewer in the 
area back of the car wash, on Main 
Street. The sewer pipe had settled six 
inches, in an area of “boiling sand."’ 

Work that has not been done yet in- 
cludes the laying of eight hundred feet 
of sewer near the Raffi & Swanson 
plant on Eames Street. It is an- 
ticipated that a lot of “‘boiling sand” 
will be found in this area. An argu- 
ment exists, about extra well points, 
at the Raffi & Swanson plant and 
elsewhere, used or to be used in 
“dewatering.’’ The price is in the 
neighborhood of $36 thousand 

Masoncraft also has to cut through 
the ledge near the Town Farm bridge 
on Main Street. Involved is a lot of 
volcanic rock, and there is no telling 
what happens when people drill into 
volcanic rock. 

Masoncraft has a contract price of 
$30 a foot, for the sewer. In the area 
of Main Street, where the rock is, it is 
now asking for $60 a foot, 

Of perhaps passing interest is an ex- 
perience that the firm had, at a point 
about 300 feet south of Butters Row. 

A crew of drillers had gotten down 
to the level of the ‘‘boiling sand" 
whence comes the water that has 
plagued the construction of the sewer. 
This time, however, it was not water 
that ‘came shooting out of the drill 
pipe. «It was rock - bigger than a 
man’s fist. It came out of that pipe 
much like a projectile, aimed for the

A member of the crowd remarked, 
however, that the air conditioner was 
easily knocked in 40 minutes later 
after the fire had been broken down. 

Firefighter Charles Lauziere, 
operator of the department's pump 
truck told those present that he had no 
difficulty obtaining immediate water 
pressure and said he thought the mis- 
conception arose from laying of the 
“big 2¥ line, which requires more 
water and more pressure." Two lines 

ere already operating, Lauzier said,

Selectman Rocco DePasquale asked 
Lauzier if he thought the water 
pressure in that part of town was in- 
adequate.

The Lake Street area residents had 
estimated that it took the fire depart- 
ment 15 minutes to arrive at the 
scene. A check of the logs, however, 
revealed that it was actually less than 
six minutes. 

The first call came in to the 
Wilmington Fire Dept. at 12:59 a.m. 

“We went up there with three 
trucks,"’ said Lieutenant Webster. 
“When we saw the condition of the 
fire, we radioed Tewksbury for help.”” 

Tewksbury received that call at 1:08 
a.m.

It is not the policy of the Recreation 
Commission to defend its programs 
through the news media. I take ex- 
ception to a recent letter to the Sports 
Editor (July 12 edition) as the Com- 
missioner of the Men's Adult Softball 
Program - Not - as a member of the 
Recreation Commission. 

Although I firmly support Mr. 
O'Reilly's observations of the crowd- 
ed, unsafe and poor playing conditions 
of most school fields, I must correct 
his statements on the Town Park. 

1. The maintenance of the Town 
Park is performed by the Cemetery- 
Parks Department, headed by Fran- 
cis Downs (who at one time handled 
all the ball parks in town in the same 
manner as the Town Park). 

2. The maintenance of the school 
fields is handled entirely by the school 
maintenance department 

3. Currently, the field is being used 
not only by the Men's League, but by 
the Senior and Junior Girls and the 
Junior Boys one-pitch on Sundays, 4-11 
Pp.m.; Monday-Friday, 5-11 p.m.; and 
Saturdays, 9 a.m.-5 p.m. This totals 
45 hours of league time, not 
maintenance time. One hour a day is 
used for lining the field, and the 
remainder of the maintenance is per- 
formed during norma! working hours.
